• ""Generally speaking," Mr. Bnlley 
wT,ot<Ahp"St!ito'-selUitor,'"the" object of 
afty legislation concerning the conduct 
of elections should lx.» to guarantee to 


'£ the people that tholr will ns express- 


ed by their ballot will not be thwart- 
ed or perverted. 


"It is a matter of common knowledge 


that this has occurred utid because of 
legal technicalities and the expense 
involved in such legislation, plus the 
indisposition of various public of- 
ficials lo »ct. no correction hns oc- 
cuijTcd generally, and none has oc- 
curred in individual instances except 
rarely. 


Classifies Fraud Methods 


"It is helpful in arriving al a de- 


cision about what should be embodied 
in such legislation to know the me- 
chanics through which election frauds 
have been perpetrated. My investiga- 
tion indicates that these frauds are 
perpetrated in the following manners: 


"1. In some instances, corrupt elec- 


tion official.1! have .substituted hallo's 
marked by themselves for the ballots 
originally casl by the voters. 


"2. In some instances, those respon- 


sible for election frauds have simply 
and brazenly falsified the tabulation 
of votes. 


•"To correct frauds by the first meth- 


od, any proposed legislation should, 
in m.v opinion, provide that ballots bo 
printed in duplicate, thai the voter 
sign the ballot in duplicate, cast the 
original and retain the duplicate, 


"These ballots .should be numljered 


by'lho printer al the time of printing, 
mid the ad should specifically denom- 
inate the duplicate ballot in possession 
of the voter as the best evidence when 
the original has been mutilated, de- 
.stroycd, or stolen. 
' "Under existing law, the beneficiary 
of a fraudulent tabulation makes his 
position absolutely invulnerable by 
destruction, mutilation, or theft of the 
ballots, because the tabulation, in ab- 
sence of the ballots, becomes the next 
t>est evidence.

Mrs. Lindbergh's Story

and Anne Lindbergh, parents of the 
baby boy Bruno Richard HaupUnann, 
is charged with 'kidnaping and killing, 
told n tense and hushed courtroom' 
Thursday the tragic 
story of their 


baby's empty crib. 


First, for 45 dramatic minutes, the 


slight, brown-haired mother related 
what she knew of tho day and night 
of March 1, 1933, when baby Charles. 
Augustus Lindbergh was stolen from 
their Sourland mountains: home. 


Once her eyes gleamed as though 


with tears, but she did not lose her 
composure, as, in low, clear tones, she 
said simply: 


"I looked hastily at tho bed—and 


found it to be empty." 


Then as Hauptmann, the stolid, stoic 


carpenter, gazed fixedly at the witnebS 
stand, Colonel Lindbergh added to 
the grim narrative. 


Firmly he told of tho quiet evening 


and then of the frantic rush to the 
baby's nursery; of the empty bed and 
the sinister kidnap note on the win- 
dow sill. 
Lindbergh Heard Crash That Night 
Colonel Lindbergh, who must face 


cross-examination Friday, also dis- 
closed for the first time that he heard 
a crash earlier in the night—a crash, 
he said, that might have been caused 
by the brcakiixg of the ladder carry- 
ing kidnaper and baby down from the 
nursery window. 


He thought nothing of it until later, 


when he was called suddenly to the 
child's empty room. 


"I saw the appearance of the room 


. , . the bed ... and realized that some- 
thing had gone wrong," he said. 


Mrs. Lindbergh, pale and dressed 


simply In black, faced Hauptmann, but 
did not look at him as the prisoner 
shifted occasionally in his chair. The 
defense did not cross-examine her. 


Her husband, on.the witness stand, 


met the carpenter's stare for a mo- 
ment. Then Hauptmann dropped his 
eyes. 


Mother Conceals Anguish

Venus. [ 
he said, seems to be at the beginning 
and much like what a lifeless earth 
would be. As to Mars he said: 


"It would be premature to conclude 


that Mars must be a lifeless planet. 
The depletion of oxygen would be very 
slow, and plant life would probably 
adjust itself, as it has done on earth 
in response to far more rapid climatic 
changes. Whether animal life, if ever 
present, could have survived, is spec- 
ulation. 


"A race of no more intelligence and 


engineering skill than our own could 
presumably meet the situation and 
survive In diminished numbers breath- 
ing electrolytic oxygen, provided that 
it paid any attention to changes so 
slow ns to be imperceptible in 1.000 
generations."

LITTLE ROCK.—Stiidy of n pro- 


posal to set up a system for rotatlnB 
circuit judges in Arkansas was auth-> 
orized Thursday at a meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Citizens 
Protective League at tho Y. M. C. A,, 
and organization of other county units 
throughout the state were discussed. 


The committee decided to obtain a 


copy of a North Carolina law Which 
provides for the election of circuit 
judges in the various circuits and their 
assignment to other sections of tho 
state by the chief justice of the Su- 
preme Court, with no judge remaining 
longer than six months in any circuit. 


"If we find the law appears to be 


a good one and has served its purpose 
in North Carolina, the league will rec- 
ommend it to the General Assembly 
of Arkansas during the coming ses- 
sion," said 0r. J. M. Williams of 
Scarcy, president of the league. 


"Any law that would remove the 


circuit courts of Arkansas from poli- 
tics and local pressure," he added, 
"would justify the existence of tho 
league, 
if it accomplished nothing 


else.' 


Dr. Williams reported on the organ- 


ization last Tuesday of the White 
county.unit of the league at a mass 
meeting of more than 300 citizens in 
Searcy and said it will be used as a 
model for organizing other units. The 
next will be in Independence county, 
to be organized at a meeting in Bates- 
villc.

But the presence of so much loot in 


the eneihy's hands is leading us to be- 
lieve that too often we are prevented 
from ever knowing, simply because 
society is stupid enough lo allow sus- 
pecled money to remain in the hands 
of suspected criminals. 


We could remedy this situation. 
It is a recently accepted premise in 


cases of poltical graft that the state 
has the right to go into the private 
business of an office-holder with the 
presumption thai all monies whoso 
source he can't explain have been ille- 
gal obtained from the public treas- 
ury. 


My authority is the court record of 


Samuel Seabury's prosecution of Tam- 
many Hall's crooked magistrates and 
policemen. I called the attention of 
the original Arkansas Highway Audit 
Commission to this ruling in Now 
York State, and as a result the same 
record was run against pur own for- 
mer state highway officials. 


If this is fair and just in our deal- 


ings with suspected 
office-holders, 


how eminently fair and just it must 
be in. our dealings with suspected 
criminals. 


American criminal procedure should 


be altered lo permit instant seizure 
by the state of all monies that a crim- 
inal suspect can not prove beyond the 
shadow of a doubt were honorably ob- 
tained. 


That would end instantly a lot of 


psuedo-Iegal assistance which is con- 
stantly being hired for criminals.

Steamer Rammed; 
Sunk by Freighter 


160 Rescued, 5 Missing in 


New York Harbor 


Disaster 


NEW YORK;— (IP) — The steamer 


Lexington of the Colonial Navigation 
Company was rammed and sunk in 
the East river near Brooklyn bridge 
Wednesday night by the tramp freight- 
er James Christcnson. Two hours Uit- 
er, upwards of 150 persons cither had 
been taken off the Lexington or pick- 
ed up from the icy waters by rescue 
craft. 


Five members of-the'crew were rc- 


porled missing. 'A score or more peiv 
sons wore injured, cither in the olli- 
sion or in rescue work. Most of these 
suffered fratured limbs, broken ribs 
or abrasions. A dozen or more were 
in .hospitals, although none was con- 
sidered in a serious condition. 


No bodies had been recovered. One 


attendant at the line's offices said tho 
Lexington carried about 200 passen- 
gers ;md had a crew of 55. However, 
officers on board the ship said the 
passenger list was "light." 


The passenger list went down with 


the ship and it was not determined 
immediately whether other lives were 
lost. The Lexington, bound for Prov- 
idence, R. I., had just left its East 
river pier. It can-led many Brown 
University students returning from a 
holiday vacation.

as Crop, Discussed 


State Forester Urges 


Woods Conversion of 


Poor Farm Lands 


LITTLE ROCK—Need of growing 


limber as a crop on Arkansas land 
from which trees have been removed 
is stressed in the first annual report 
of the Arkansas State Forestry Com- 
mission, which was transmitted to 
Governor Futrell by Charles A. Gillctt, 
state forester, Thursday, 


Describing the "reckless use of our 


natural resources without any pro- 
vision fov renewing them or makinfi 
the best use of them," the report says 
thnt a land-use problem of the first 
magnitude Is created by existence of 
a relatively large area of 
essential 


forest land in the slate, together with 
the almost complete exhaustion of the 
original growth of timber. Not more 
than 2,000,000 acres of the state's orig- 
inal forest area of 32,000,000 acres re- 
mains. Forests of the near future will 
be entirely second growth timber. 


Attempts to cultivate land unsuit- 


able for farming and which could be- 
profitably employed in the. growing 
of timber are deplored. Necessity for 


reconstruction program under state 


auspices is predicted. Abundance of 
land in Arkansas, coupled witli low 
prices, is described us partly to blame 
for 
the 
unfortunate settlement of 


areas unsuitable for farming. 
Need 


for avoiding surplus 
production of 


farm commodities to presented as an 
argument^ against continued forming 
of unproductive Innd.

has been provided before, and the ob-> 
jection was made that the ballot was 
not secret with the signature on it. 
Tills argument against the signature 
Is untenable, because all ballots ore 
numbered (by the judges) nnd the 
voter's name registered opposite the 
number. There is, therefore, as much 
secrecy ntlendant upon the signed bal- 
lot ns upon ballots handled according 
to the present method. 


"The signature on the ballot would 


prevent corrupt election officials from 
substituting other ballots. 
It is In- 


conceivable thnt any election official ] 
would be able to duplicate the sig- j 
nature of voters. Since the signature 
would guarantee the integrity of the 
Individual's ballot, it seems to me the 
method is worth adopting even though 
the element of secrecy might con- 
ceivably be less than under the present 
system. 


"Then to obviate the possibility of 


brazen falsification of the tabulation 
of the county, n state commission 
should be set up to receive the ballots 
from every voting precinct In the state 
nnd tabulate the same publicly. 
At 


Ms tabulation any candidate or his 
representative should be permitted to 
have the ballots in uny box recounted 
up demand." 


Further Study Planned
